H erter, who first told a news con­ 
ference this country was tak ing 
no sides, later issued a statem ent 
saying the Red Chinese, in using 
force, 
w ere 
“ wholly 
in 
the 
w rong.” This word was given to 
the Indian E m bassy here and dis­ 
patched to the U.S. em bassy in 
New Delhi. 
P resident Elisenhower is sched­ 
uled to go to New Delhi on a good­ 
will mission within a m onth. Offi­ 
cials w ere afraid that unless Hcr- 
te r’g rem ark s were clarified, re ­ 
sentm ent against the United States 
m ight sour the P resident’s visit. 
Replying to 
n e w s conference 
questions, H erter said the United 
S tates has no way of k nowing di­ 
rectly w hether India or Red China 
Is right in the disputed territorial 
claim s, and has tak en no sides on 
the issue. 
But 35 m inutes later he issued a 
form al statem ent saying: 
“ The 
questions 
ask ed 
me on 
this subject seem ed to me directed 
at the legal rights along the bor 
ders, and my answ ers according­ 
ly related only to the legality of 
the 
rival 
claim s. T here 
is the 
further and m ore Im portant point 
that, w hatever m ay he the m erits 
of a dispute, force m ust not be 
used to settle it. The Chinese Com­ 
m unist regim e has clearly used 
force and, in this respect, is wholly 
in the w rong.” 
In tak ing this position, H erter 
put the United States m ore in line 
with Indian P rim e M inister Neh­ 
ru ’s policy which calls for settle­ 
m ent by negotiation and condem ns 
the use of force.

CHICAGO (A P) — A psycho­ 
therapist reported today he u.sed 
hypnosis 
.successfully 
to 
m ak e 
chronic 
alcoholics 
violently 
ill 
from the sight, sm ell or taste of 
liquor. 
Dr. Michael .M. M iller of the 
Howard U n i v e r s i t y M edical 
School, W ashington, D.C., said he 
had only four relapses am ong 24 
patients treated by hypnosis. One 
of the early failures so far has 
responded well to additional treat 
m ent, 
He also reported hypnosis has 
been successful in correcting such 
conditions as overeating, compul 
sive cigarette sm ok ing and ce r­ 
tain instances of drug addicition. 
In all instances, the technique 
involved 
stim ulating unconscious 
averion 
reactions—causing 
the 
subject to hate or be disgusted 
or nauseated by the substances 
he once craved. 
The duration of alcoholism am ong 
his drink ing patients range from 3 
to 34 years. The average num ber 
of treatm ents was two and the 
average length of tim e the group 
has rem ained away from alcohol 
has h^'en six months. 
W riting in the Journal of the 
A m erican M edical 
Assn., Miller 
said: 
“ No claim s are being m ade for 
t^is treatm ent as a cure-all for 
alcoholism . It represents only a 
procedure for attem oting to con­ 
trol drink ing so that constructive 
psychotherapeutic, social and eco­ 
nomic rehabilitative steps can be 
tak en. Alcoholism is sym ptom atic 
of deeper underlying disturbances 
of the personality, and there are 
probably as m any diverse causes 
for aIco‘'olism as exist for hum an 
unhappiness.”

Why D o Towns Want New Industries 
When They Bring In Problems, Too? 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )—Why 
do people in m ost towns w ant to 
attract m ore industry, even though 
they 
suspect 
this 
growth 
will 
create com m unliy proolem s? 
Christen T. Jonassen, associate 
professor 
of 
sociology 
at 
Ohio 
State U niversity, gave his answ er 
to this question today at the open­ 
ing of the school’s two-day Com­ 
m unity D evelopm ent Conference. 
Prof. Jonassen said the world 
k nows 
that 
industry 
will 
bring 
with it greater freedom , new ex­ 
periences and higher standards of 
living. And it’s in m an’s nature to 
go after these riches, he said. 
The headaches of industrializa­ 
tion come in the form of popula­ 
tion explosions — com m unities in­ 
crease in num ber, size and density, 
he said. Land values soar; roads 
clog with traffic; w ater becom es 


scarce; 
schools 
becom e 
over­ 
crowded. 
Jonassen 
also said that com ­ 
m ercialism and individual insecur­ 
ity are other possible results of a 
booming econom y. 
He said com m ercialism occurs 
when residents are m ore interest­ 
ed in them.selves than they are in 
the 
com m unity. 
Insecurity 
and 
m oral 
break dow n 
appear 
when 
citizens of a town place science 
and reason above m orality. 
Com m unity developers, he said, 
m ust not only w orry about plum b­ 
ing and housing but they must 
also excite fellow citizens to ful­ 
fill com m unity obligations. 
Basically, Jonassen is optim is­ 
tic about the future of U.S. cities 
and towns. He said, “ there is lo 
doubt tha t life could be raised to 


a new level of existence, if we 
could but realize all the potential­ 
ities of our m odern com m unities.” 
He said city dw ellers acting to­ 
gether to im prove their town may 
not alw'ays succeed, but “ the act 
of corporate effort is 
in itself 
good . . .” 
Byron 
E. 
Munson, 
associate 
professor 
of sociology 
at 
Ohio 
State in another m ajor speech, of­ 
fered the 200-plus conferees some 
specific pointers on how to plan 
and develop a com m unity. 
Speak ing to governm ent offici­ 
als, city planners, com m ercial or­ 
ganizers and educators, Munson 
w arned that an elaborate plan for 
a 
com m unity 
is 
usually 
much 
cheap3r in the long run than no 
plan at all. 
He said the town tliat w ants to 


attract industry m ust look at his 
streets, schools, recreational facil- 
iies, hou.sing and other resources 
as well as at general economic 


j conditions. “ The first step is to 
I tak e effective steps toward mak - I 
' ing their com m unities better plac- 
; es in which to live,” he said.

j cause they are too far from the 
; people. He suggests m ore commu- 
i nity councils be form ed, but these 
, m ust be representative of every | 
I group in the com m unity if they 
are to be effective and meaning- | 
ful.

i ry councils should decide policy 
and select projects, but the work 
should be done by other groups in 
the com m unity, which would be 
represented on the council.

The six non-per­ 
manent Security Council seats were di­ 
vided up on that b asis b ack in 1946 and the 
communists have insisted on this every 
year since. The U. S. argues that the 1946

But neutralist Ceylon is to replace Canada. 
If Poland defeats Turkey, this would re­ 
duce dependab le Western strength in the 
council—on calling an emergency assemb ­ 
ly session—to a b are seven votes.

Why D o Towns Want New Industries 


When They Bring In Problems, Too? 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)-W h y 
do people in most towns want to 
attract more industry, even though 
they 
suspect 
this 
growth 
will 
create community proolems? 
Christen T. Jonassen, associate 
professor of 
sociology 
at 
Ohio 
State University, gave his answer 
to this question today at the open­ 
ing of the school’s two-day Com­ 
munity Development Conference, 
Prof. Jonassen said the world 
knows 
that 
industry 
will 
bring 
with it greater freedom, new ex­ 
periences and higher standards of 
living. And ifs in man s nature to 
go after these riches, he said. 
The headaches of industrializa­ 
tion come in the form of popula­ 
tion explosions — communities in­ 
crease in number, size and density, 
he said. Land values soar; roads 
clog with traffic; water becomes 


scarce; 
schools 
become 
over­ 
crowded. 
Jonassen also said that com­ 
mercialism and individual insecur­ 
ity are other possible results of a 
booming economy. 
He said commercialism occurs 
when residents are more interest 
cd in themselves than they are in 
the 
community. 
Insecurity 
and 
moral 
breakdown 
appear 
when 
citizens of a town place science 
and reason above morality. 
Community developers, he said, 
must not only worry about plumb 
ing and housing but they must 
also excite fellow citizens to ful- 
t fill community obligations. 
Basically, Jonassen is optimis­ 
tic about the future of U.S. cities 
and towns. He said, “ there is b o 
doubt that life could be raised to 


a new level of existence, if we 
could but realize all the potential­ 
ities of our modern communities.” 
He said city dwellers acting to­ 
gether to improve their town may 
not always succeed, but “ the act 
of corporate effort is 
in itself 
good . . . ” 
Byron 
E 
Munson, 
associate 
professor of sociology 
at 
Ohio 
State in another major speech, of­ 
fered the 200-plus conferees some 
specific pointers on how' to plan 
and develop a community. 
Speaking to government offici­ 
als, city planners, commercial or­ 
ganizers and educators, Munson 
warned that an elaborate plan for 
a 
community 
is 
usually 
much 
cheaper in the long run than no 
plan at all. 
He said the iowa that wants to 


attract industry must look at his 
streets, schools, recreational facil- 
iies, housing and other resources 
as well as at general economic 
conditions. “ The first step is to 
take effective steps toward mak 
ing their communities better plac­ 
es in which to live,” he said. 
Most 
community 
development 
plans are useless, he said, be 
, cause they are too far from the 
people. Ile suggests more commu­ 
nity councils be formed, but these 
must be representative of every 
group in the community if they 
are to he effective and meaning 
1 ful, 
He w a r n e d that 
eommuni- 
j ry councils should decide policy 
and select projects, but the work 
should be done by other groups in 
the community, which would be 
represented on the council.

New Labor Cop 
Now af Work 


Ex-FBI Agent’ Slated 
To Police Unions 


WASHINGTON (A P) - The na­ 
tion’s new labor rackets watchdog 
is a former F B I agent named 
Daniel L. O’Connor. 
His appointment hasn’t been an­ 
nounced yet But O’Connor already 
is busy at work in a Labor De­ 
partment office as enforcement 
chief of the anti corruption pro­ 
visions of the new labor law. 
O’Connor is assembling a staff 
to insure fair elections in labor 
unions, honest handling and re­ 
porting of union funds, and elimi­ 
nation of Communists and con­ 
victs from union leadership — as 
required under provisions of th* 
new law. 


Some of the 90 investigators 
formerly employed by the Senate 
rackets probers — the group that 
turned up the labor corruption 
story that led to passage of the 
new labor controls—are being in­ 
terviewed for jobs on O’Connor’s 
staff. There will be more than IOO 
such sleuths. 
Selection of O'Connor, a veteran 
Washington lawyer with a half 
dozen years’ service with the Fed­ 
eral Bureau of Investigation, came 
as key sections of the new labor 
control law went into effect today. 
Some sections of the new law 
became operative on 
Sept. 
14, 
when P r e s i d e n t Eisenhower 
signed the new legislation. Others 
became effective today and still 
more will go into effect in mid- 
December.

are 
amendments to the Taft-Hartley 
Act dealing with changes in the 
rules for labor-management rela­ 
tions rather than provisions aimed 
at curbing labor union corruption.

O'Neill Eyes 
His Return 
To Politics 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—C. WH- 
liam O’Neill, former Republican 
governor, 
indicated 
today 
he 
might run for Congress or an Ohio 
Supreme Court seat next year. 
Commenting on reports that he 
might run In the 15th Congression­ 
al District if Rep. John E. Hen­ 
derson of Cambridge fails to seek 
re-election, O’Neill said: 
“I am going to discuss the 15th 
District congressional race with 
Republican leaders in that district. 
Whether I am a candidate or not, 
I have more than a passing inter­ 
est in who the congressman in that 
district will be. 
"My own personal interest in 
future public service has been in 
the judicial rather than in the ex­ 
ecutive or legislative branches of 
government. I cannot say any­ 
thing more definite until I have 
had an opportunity to talk with the 
Republican leaders in my home 
district.” 
O’Neill maintains law offices 
here and in his home town of Mar- I 
ietta. The 15th District is com- I 
posed of the counties of Washing­ 
ton, Monroe, Noble, Morgan, Per­ 
ry. Muskingum, and Guernsey. 
Three seats on the Ohio Su­ 
preme Court will be at stake in 
next year’s election.

New Lewd Literature 
Law Said 'W orthless' 
CLEVELAND (AP)— Cuyahoga 
County’s prosecutor, John T. Cor­ 
rigan, said he considers the new 
Ohio law on obscene literature 
which went into effect Wednea- 
day "absolutely worthless.” Al­ 
though he Is "strongly against 
spread of such filth” at which the 
law is aimed, Corrigan said, there 
is no legal precedent for the "in­ 
decent - in - character” termino­ 
logy used in the new law. He 
also dislikes the temporary re­ 
straining order procedure provided 
by the new statute and said he 
would continue to operate under 
the former criminal statute.

Why U.S. Supports Turkey

The United States hasn’t looked too good 
in that United Nations fight oyer whether 
to give Poland or Turkey the non-perman­ 
ent seat in the Security Council next year. 
The U. S. has backed Turkey to the hilt, 
but man) free would countries—particu­ 
larly in Latin America—voted for Poland 
in the nearly 40 fruitless votes taken thus 
fui 
But U. S. diplomats have staunch reas­ 
ons for their stand, although these have 
not given much public attention. In the 
first place, Washington has never con­ 
ceded that this seat automatically belong­ 
ed to E a ste rn Europe. The six non-per- 
manent Security Council seats were di­ 
vided up on that basis back in 1946 and the 
communists have insisted on this every 
year since. The U. S. argues that the 1946 
“ gentlem an’s agreement” 
is no longer 
valid. 
But the m ajor reason is undoubtedly 
this: A vote of any seven m em bers of the 
Security Council can call the General As­ 
sembly into special session. This is the 


only way to get around Russia’s veto pow­ 
er on the Security Council. 
The U. S. now has nine votes on its side. 
But neutralist Ceylon is to replace Canada. 
If Poland defeats Turkey, this would re­ 
duce dependable Western strength in the 
council—on calling an emergency assem b­ 
ly session—to a bare seven votes. That 
would leave no margin for disagreement 
among friends. 
To keep this margin of strength so the 
communists cannot 
commit 
aggression 
without having to worry about UN critic­ 
ism is the reason the U. S. is working so 
hard to get Turkey elected.

No Space Effort Applied 


Two news items concerning the “ space 
race” point up some of the reasons why 
the United States is running a poor second 
to the Russians. 
The first was a statement to a news 
conference by Maj. Gen. J. B. Medaris, re­ 
tiring chief of the A rm y’s Ordnance Mis­ 
sile C im m and. He said the problem in get­ 
ting an all-out space effort under way is 
in determining whether the public wants 
the effort made. 
The second was a prediction by Allan B. 
Churgin, research engineer for the Nation­ 
al Aeronautics and Space Administration, 
that h ’s agency will launch a rocket to the 
planet Venus before the end of 1960. 
These illustrate the two m ajor difficult­ 
ies in IT. S. efforts as viewed by an outsid­ 
er. First, the lack of leadership by top of­ 
ficials. Second, the practice of boasting 
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“Boo-o-o-o-o-oT* 


about what will be done instead of doing it. 
Ever since Washington officials dismis­ 
sed the first Soviet sputnik as a “ silly bau­ 
ble,” there has been an air of disparage­ 
ment of activities designed to explore out­ 
er space. And now the public is told it must 
exert pressure to change this. 
How on earth—or in space—can the or­ 
dinary American do this in a field that he 
knows only from reading science fiction? 
He must rely on his nation’s leaders; if 
they let him down there is no hope. 
Perhaps the Russian names on the far 
side of the moon do not really mean much. 
Put they lead to wonder about what will be 
significant. Will nothing short of a manned 
moon station by which the Russians' can 
boss the whole 
world 
eliminate 
public 
and official lethargy?

WASHINGTON (AP) — French 
President Charles de Gaulle, iron- 
willed at 68. acts like a man de­ 
termined, if he has to, to take 
over the leadership of the West. 
He has already asserted a lot of 
it. 
This week the Frenchman, so 
proud he dislikes using reading 
glasses in public, dictated to his 
Western partners and the Soviet 
Union the time and conditions for 
a summit conference. 
At an extraordinary news con­ 
ference De Gaulle, who heads a 
second-rate power but persists in 
thinking of it in term s of gran­ 
deur, put on an amazing show' of 
memory, calmness and strength. 
British Prime Minister Harold 
Macmillan's 
attitude 
toward 
a 
summit meeting has been: The 
sooner the better. President Ei- 
s e n h o w e r and Prem ier Niki­ 
ta Khrushchev have seemed to 
favor such a meeting sooner rath­ 
er than later. 
But De Gaulle, after taking over 
a sagging France and giving it 
more stability than it has had 
since World War ll, decided by 
himself that haste was unwise. He 
even put a stiff “ if” on any sum­ 
mit conference at all. 
Before 
there’s

said, he must meet with Khrush­ 
chev in March; there must be an 
improvement in the international 
climate and the Western partners 
must be agreed on how to deal 
with Khrushchev.

Crop losses that year in South­ 
eastern states ran in the hundreds 
of million dollars. 
U.S. Geological Survey engineer 
M. T. Thomsom says the hardship 
and dam age need not have been 
so severe. He emphasizes that the 
over all problem for the South is 
not one of w ater shortage, since 
annual rainfall averages nearly 50 
inches. It is a m atter of will and 
know-how to control, conserve and 
use the ample total supply. 
The South has made progress in 
this direction and can point to a 
great array of public and private 
dam s patterned after those of the 
Tennessee Valley Authority pro­ 
viding power, water supplies, flood 
control and recreation 
The problem for water conser­ 
vationists is public apathy during 
periods of good rainfall. 
Another hazard to community 
w ater supplies in some spots along 
the Atlantic and Gulf coasts is salt 
w ater seepage into fresh water 
wells when consumption surges to 
high levels. J. T. Callahan of the 
Geological Survey’s ground water 
branch says this can be overcome

artesian

or supplies 
from uncontaminated areas n ear­ 
by. 
He says artesian water, accum u­ 
lated over the ages and beyond the 
reach of any drought, is available 
in abundance in the coastal plain 
areas, which take in most of Flor­

states. 
Only in a few places inland, re­ 
ports Callahan, has the Southern 
w ater table shown any sign of 
dropping sharply and permanently 
as it has in some other parts of the 
nation. Among these danger spots 
are rice growing districts in Ar­ 
kansas and Louisiana where there 
has been excessive pumping for 
irrigation. 
W ater problems north along the 
Eastern seaboard into New Eng­ 
land are mainly those of making 
best use of water that is really 
available for most communities. 
One of the most complex prob­ 
lems along the seaboard is the 
division of the 
Delaware 
River 
basin’s w ater among the states of 
Pennsylvania, 
Delaware, 
New 
York and New Jersey. The waters 
of the basin serve 2112 million — 
of the U.S. population — and 
the heaviest concentration of in­ 
dustry in the nation. 
After a two-year study, a group 
of Syracuse 
University political 
scientists reported the basin has 
sufficient water for at least the 
next 20 years. But the researchers 
made a strong pitch for a basin-

Field work in the 1959 Census of 
Agriculture got underway 
locally 
Wednesday when a force of census 
takers started visiting every farm | 
in the area. 
F arm 
census 
questionaires 
were mailed to all farm operat­ 
ors. The census takers will visit 
all local farm s to collect the 
questionnaires and, if necessary, 
assist the farm er in filling out 
the report form. 
The 1959 Census of Agriculture 
is the 17th in a series of nation­ 
wide farm canvasses, the first of 
which was conducted in 1840. The 
Census of Agriculture is taken at 
5-year intervals to provide up-to- 
date statistical information about 
tile nearly 5.000,000 farm s which 
supply food and raw m aterials for 
manufacture of goods used by the 
people of the United States, now 
numbering about 178 million. 
The current census will yield in­ 
formation on the num ber and size 
of farms, acreage and harvest of 
crops, livestock production and in­ 
ventories, selected farm facilities 
and equipment and selected farm 
expenditures. 
Tile 
field 
director emphasized 
that all information about indici- 
duals and their farm 
operations 
furnished to the Census Bureau is 
held in absolute confidence under 
Federal law. It is used only to pro­ 
vide sum m ary figures such as to­ 
tals, 
averages, and percentages 
The information on an individual 
report cannot be furnished to any 
one other than sworn Census e m ­ 
ployes and thus cannot 
be used 
for investigation, taxation, or reg- 
i-iation.
